- Every hour of every day, sta- 
tions all over the wert trans- 
mit radio waves to the ionosphere 
and record the echoes back to the 
earth’s surface, 


The information obtained makes 
certain that broadcasting stations, 
ships and aircraft use the fre- 
quency bands giving the best re- 
ception at the right'times. In the 
same way asa mirror reflects 
light, jonosphere, high above 
the "s surtsce, reflects radio 
waves and makes long distance 
short wave radio possible. 

“If the ionosphere did not exist 
the waves frm a_ transmitter 
would fiy off into space and the 
listener in, for example, the Union 
of South Africa or Australia 

would not be able to hear the 
British Broadeasting Corpération. 


There are two main layers in 
the ionosphere, One, the Heayi- 
side layer, is about 60 miles high; 
the other may vary in - height 
from about 150-300 miles. Both 
occur chiefly because of the 
jonisation of the upper atmosphere 
by ultraviolet radiation from the 
sun, and the amount of ionisation 
will therefore vary with the time 
of day, the’ season, the position 
over the earth's surface, and 
with the sunspot cycle of about 
ll years. 


AXl these variations affect the 
Jonosphere’s ability to reflect the 
radio waves, and they have to be 
taken into account when deciding 
what frequeny should be used 
for short wave broadcasting. 

.At Slough, England, the Radio 
Research Station has been carry- 


ing out experiments for the past} 


23 years to discover as much as 
possible about’the behaviour of 
the ionosphere, 


~~ Important Aparatus 


-~An--important-~ piece -—of — ap- 
paratus used for this purpose is 
the Autornatic Ionosphere Re- 
corder. Jt consists of a trans- 
mitter and a receiver, constantly 
in tune with each other. Padio 
waves sent oul by the twransmit- 
ters, sweeping through a fre- 
quency band of 0.55 Mc/s to 25 
Mc/s (corresponding to . wave- 
lengths of 12 to 550 metres). in 
a few minutes, are echoed back 
by the ionosphere. The echoes 
are displayed by the receiver on 
a cathode, ray tube, and photo- 
graphed. 


From the photograph the 

heights of, the layers and their 
density can be determined. These 
photographs are obtained every 
hour at Slough, the other stations 
of Britain’s Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
in Scotland, the Falkland Islands 
and Singapore, and about 60 
other similar stations all over 
the world. The results of such 
measurements are ¢xchanged.
